CEASE PRACTICE ORDER

In the Medical Board of California (Board) Case No. 800-2018-041010, the Board
issued a Decision adopting a Stipulated Settlement and Disciplinary Order, which
became effective September 30, 2021. In-the Board’s Order, Physician’s and
Surgeon’s License No. A 88720, issued to Yakdan Taha Ahmed Al Qaisi, M.D., was
placed on five years’ probation with terms and conditions.

Probationary Condition No. 4, Clinical Competence Assessment Program,
requires Respondent to enroll in a clinical competence assessment program within sixty
(60) calendar days of the effective date of the Decision. If Respondent fails to enroll,
participate in, or successfully complete the clinical competence assessment program
within the designated time-period, the Board shall order Respondent to cease the
practice of medicine.

Respondent has failed to obey Probationary Condition No. 4, Clinical
Competence Assessment Program, as ordered in the above Demsmn by failing to
enroll in a clinical competence assessment program within the designated time-period.
Accordingly, Respondent Yakdan Taha Ahmed Al Qaisi, M.D., is prohibited from '
engaging in the practice of medicine. Respondent shall not resume the practice of
medicine until enroliment in the clinical competence assessment program has been
completed.
